Congress, iu founding the weather bureau 
in 1870, at the earnesi solicitation and in- 
stigation of the director ot the Smithsonian 
institute aud other scientific agencies, hr-.d 
little more in yiew than tbe wnioicgol lake 
nnd ocean shipping of coming storms'. But 
the s:ope of tbe service has vastly in- 
creased. The immense railway systems of 
the country are warned of impending snow 
blockades aud iloods that may cause wash- 
outs, co!\l dealers and ice hurveslers receive 
important iruformatiou'of severe and pro- 
longed cold waves.

riparian towns and river shipping have 
notice of impending Hoods; large agricul-

eatiiely :xside from the mere popular con- 
veniences of such information us is furnished 
daily of the desirability of wearing over- 
coats aud rubbers, and taking an umbrella 
down town under one's arm. 


HARDLY BEYOXi) ITS IXKAXCY 


The practical utility of the service is de- 


veloping iu directions not dreamed of at 
first, but- even yet, the institution is but 
little beyond its iufaucy. 
No 
civili/ed 


country iu the world is so eligibly situated 
as the United Slates, for imikiog weather 
wiiruiugs. Europe receives her meteorolo- 
gical changes very largely from the Atlan- 
tic, from which no immediate aud trust- 
worthy advices of approaching phenomena 
ran be received. Bnt a vast continental 
extension to tbe northwest aud southwest 
of this country, with ample telegraphic 
communications, gives us .splendid advan- 
tages fyr learning iu advance of most of the 
weather that is being manufactured for us 
in nature's laboratory. 


DK. LAI-HAM'S DISCOVERIES. 


To our own state belongs much oi tbe 


credit for the establishment of our present 
weather bureau. The late Dr. 1. A. Lap- 
ham was one ot" tbe pioneers in awakening 
public interest, and ia inducing congress 
to appropriate for establishing a system ol 
Biguals. For tbe purpose of leaving a rec- 
ord which would be valuable to future gen- 
erations, he for muny yenrs daily recorded 
the meteorological conditions of Milwaukee. 
Forty years ago, when but little heed wns 
given to the importance of weather coudi- 
tious in their effects upon sanitation and 
hygiene, aud when Mi1; people were nun- 
ware of tbe feasibility of forecasting tbe 
coming of destructive stonns from tbs read- 
ings of bnrOuietei- and 
temperature, Dr. 


Lauhara published the collated results of 
his work. The weather bureau al Milwau- 
kee uow has complete dies of these obser- 
vations, nud Milwaukee can boast of hav- 
ing one of tbe most accurate and complete 
meteorological records of any city in the 
west, extending back to 18S7. 


Dr. Lnphnm was impressed at the loss of 


life incident to the sudden and unan- 
nounced sweeping ol storms over the lakes. 
It can not be claimed that be was the 
discoverer of tbe cyclonic movement of 
storms iu which tl:i-y sweep eastward 
across tbe country lik-j i;reat eddies in the 
atmosphere; that belongs to Hedfiold nud 
Espy—both Americans!.. 13ut he wcs fa- 
miliar with their investigations, arid, as n 
co-worker of Prolcssor'Cleveland Abbe of 
Cincinnati, had demonstrated the correct- 
ness of tbeir t'icory.

POLICE 
VS. POLITICS. 


An Effort will bo Mndo to Divorco Poli- 


tics From -Wisconsin Police De- 


partments. 


Chief of Police Smith took an important 


part in the convention of tbe Wisconsin 
chiefs of police held iu Milwaukee 'yester- 
day, and presided over tbe gathering in the 
absence of the president, John T, Janssen. 
Steps will be taken at the next session of 
the legislature to divorce all tbe police 
departments of the state Irom politics. 
The Wisconsin Chiefs of Police union is at 
the head of this movement. 


Cbiei of Police H. H.Byrne of LaCrosae 


who introduced the resolution advocating 
tho proposed step said: We propose to He- 
cure laws that will lilt the police depart- 
ments of Wisconsin out ot the hands of tbe 
politicians, and when we have succeeded in 
doing this I guarantee that the depart- 
ments will be 50 per cent better than they 
are now. As it is al present, a jiolitician 
comes along and has a friend who he says 
is 'a good fellow' and wants him appointed. 
In this way he can never secure good 


men, 
and when we have got them they 


are fired out at- the end of an administra- 
tion. In this way new men come in con- 
stantly and old experienced officers ara left 
out. 
What wo want is a police and fire 


board of commissioners as yon have in 
Milwaukee, That is the only way iu 
which the rotteuess of politics can bu la'/ttn 
out of the police departments. 
Look at 


Chicago, Xew York and St. Paul, and com- 
pare tbose f.irces with tbe Milwaukee de- 
partment. .1 tell you thai none of them 
compare witb the management of tbe Mil- 
waukee department, which, iu my ju.dg- 
ment, is the best department iu the North- 
west. It is civil service reform that lias 
made the Milwaukee department what 
it is."

it did a few years nfrp to maintain them. 
This is not the fact. The averaga number 
of inmates in our charitable and penal in- 
stitutions was no greater during the years 
1891-2-3 than for the thiee previous years.

THE CHINESE'SLACK 
PLAGUE. 


THE Chinese plague now sweeping the 


lands of the Orient, is attracting tha (earnest 
attention of physicians and governments of 
jbe civilized world. There'is great danger 
of the deadly plague being imported 
into 


'other lands, and the exposed Pacific coast 
shores should induce the National board of 
health to take effective measures to pre- 
vent the introduction of a plague that fur 
exceeds Asiatic cholera in death dealing 
effects. 
As is tbe case of cholera, 
typhoid 


fever, diphtheria, and other diseases has 
been found the baccila, the baet -ria etc, 
in the latest plague has been found what 
is called the bacillus of plague. This black 
plague bas ilways slaughtered many thous- 
ands of Chinese and Japanese aud has led 
a Japanese physician to make investigation. 
This physician has found a bacillus which 
is claimed to be radically different 
from 


anything yet discovered in the bacillus 
line. 


The Japan Micado it seems commis- 


sioned a number of medical men to investi- 
gate into the plagno and this commission 
has been at Hong Kong \vhere the black 
plague has been raging fiercely. This com- 
mission says an accouut, composed of Dr. 
Kitasato, a student undei'Dr. Koch, aud 
'also an independent investigator in Tokio, 
and Dr. Aoyania, a professor ia the Imperial 
University of Tokio, have' been pursuing 
the most minute researches wilh regard 
to the plague. 
Dr. Aoyama studied tbe 


morphology and Dr. Kitasato the pathology 
of the disease. 


They agree in identifying the 
plague 


with the great plague of London and with 
the plague which ruged in 187S-79 at As- 
trakhan, when a small shining bacillus 
was found in the blood of patients. 


As regards tha biology of tbe disease, 


Professor Kitasato has discovered tbe spe- 
cific bacillus of the local form of plague 
and his confere agrees in describing this 
specific plague-bacillus as being what 
called in German a "stabchen" bacteriou 
having tho form of very slender straigh 
tlarnents of short length. This bacillus 
found in tbe blood of patients from tbe sc

HARVESTING TH2 CORN CROP. 


Wlion to Cut It—Practices In JJiflcrcut Sec- 


tions—Cutting "by Machinery. 


Tho season *or harvesting corn is so 


long and tho practice from extent of tho 
crop aud pressure of work in other di- 
rections so elastic and often so long de- 
layed that tho value of tho crop, of tho 
stover especially, is affected doubtless 
more seriously than farmers themselves 
imagine. Biesulis of experiments at the 
stations coach that tho'highost value of 
stover is reached when at tho stage of 
growth indicated by a well dented ear 
aud the first drying of tlio blades. 
The 


grain is best at the season of a well 
ripened ear aud a half dried blade. 
In 


the process of ripening tho grain tbero 
is little decline in yield or feeding value 
aftor tho best condition is reached. 


Different practices prevail in different 


sections. In Maine*, where much of tho 
corn ia for tho canners, it takes au un- 
vtsual number of hills for a shock. 
In 


Now Jersey it is usual to cut up corn 
from 48 to C4 hills to tho shock, accord- 
ing as it is heavy and green. Tho aim 
is to cut as soon us the grain on tho 
ears is glazed, provided the woathor is 
not sultry and warm. Tho husking and 
cribbing aro matters of convenience— 
anytime before tJio snow flies. In Ohio 
many cut 12 hills square, and husking 
is dono whon convenient. 
In Pennsyl- 


vania it is common to cut corn as soon 
as it is sai.'o from molding in tho shock. 
It. is put np in shocks of from GO to 120 
hills each. Tho wasteful custom of tarn- 
ing cattle and iiogs into tho field to 
work their own will still prevails in sec- 
tions of tho south and tho central maizo 
districts. 


Tho majority of farmers continue to 


cut their com hi tho old way, although 
there arc on tho market machines for 
harvesting corn that save much tinio, 
labor and expense. There aro a number 
of thoso machines, tho mure perfect of 
which aro doing away with tho old 
plan of tying gallows, which made con- 
siderable work aud took valuable timo. 


The mode of operation of a cutter 


that litis given satisfaction is as follows: 


Tho horso hitched to tho harvester 


walks between tho rows. 
Tbo wings, 


with loiivos attaohe.d to the front edge, 
extend far enough on both sides to cu- 
gago all tho stalks in tin; two rows. Two 
jnen occupy tho seat 0:1 the machine, 
facing out, with Ono hand reaching for- 
wiird to support the stalks as the "knives 
first strike them, and as they are cut 
the other hand and arm is used-to draw 
them back against tho log, wliero they 
aro easily held, tho butrs resting on tho 
wings until tho gallows row is reached, 
when tho horso is stopped, and tbo load 
—12, 1-i or 10 hills, as desired—-is do- 
posited at tho shock. The men return to 
tho machine, start tho hui'so and work 
as before.

A writer in Tho Form Journal writes 


about a device which ho calls iho farm- 
er's friend. 
Ho says: 


While mills for pumping water cost 


from A50 to x050 my "farmer's friend" 
can bu put up for about $12 or *!•" and 
run for years without a dollar's expense. 
I bought throe molasses hogsheads fora 
dollar apieoe, soaked tlnim out a few 
days and then had tho blacksmith put 
on each four lumps of cast-oil' wagon tire 
at ~'(: cents u lump. I built a staging 0 
feet; high and set the three casks on it 
and connected them near the bottom by 
a tluve-quarter im-h lead pipe, then ran 
a galvanized driven Well pipn from olio 
of them through my woodshed into the 
washroom, and to tlui end uf thispipo 
attached a globo iV.nceC. To make tho 
pipe joints tight 1 drovu sol't pino 
wedges around them, calked the holes 
with cotton ami painted over tho joint 


, with thick white load. The water is cou- 


j ducted from the house roof into tho 


casks by troughs and spouts. T havo just 
completed a similar arrangement for my 
barn, aud tho cattle like it bctt'.T than 
woll water. I have a brass valvo screwed 
on tl'.o end oi' cho conducting pipo to 
shut oil' water from pipu iu coM weath- 
er to prevent freezing. 


Clover and IU Sul>st.itutot<. 


Inapress bulletin from the Michigan 


station it is advised if clover is found in 
thy spring to bo killed by tho root borer 
to plant tho Hold to corn or sow millet. 


Omitting t'ho clover crop for a year 


will starve out tho tho borer and enable 
tho clover to bo grown again. In ciuy 
easo One crop of hay may bo expected 
from the c'.ovcr before it fails. 
Alfalfa 


in Michigan gives suldom a greater and 
usually less yield than that of common 
rod clover, while tlio plant itself is less 
desirable iu several respects. Crimson 
clover, so far as tested in tho west and 
north, has not boon satisfactory. Sparry 
was recommended in a bulletin of this 
station last year as u valuable plant for 
improving certain light, sandy soils. 
Many havo since tested it on various 
soils as a forage plant, with unsatis- 
factory results. It is too small and con- 
tains too little substance to bo of value 
whero clover or tho ordinary grasses will 
grow. Moreover, it is somewhat I'.icliueu 
to become a weed.

Solllne Vermin Fences. 


Expensive as tho old time fencing is, 


it is still tho rnlo iu many sections 
whero tho plan of stabling all stock 
summer as well as winter is yet un- 
known. By cutting groon food after tho 
first Boiling crops nro ready aud putting 
np enough ensilage to last until soiling 
crops aro read}' agaiu more stock can bo 
kept on the same laud, aud if provision 
has been mado for cutting and gathering 
tho soiling crop by horsepower the ex- 
pense need not bo greater than tho in- 
terest on cost of fences and the labor re- 
quired to keep thorn in repair under tho 
pasture system, according to American 
Cultivator, authority for the following: 


Tho failures in soiling am duo to lack 


of calculation and wir.it of proportion so 
as to make it easy to bring tl'.o soiling 
crop to tlio animals to bo i'od. It is not 
good policy to grow tho soiling crop oj\ 
tho some land every year. It should bo 
grown on diSaront parts of the iarm 
and tho s'.oek brought beside the Boiling 
crop us ii is cut. This will moke it nec- 
essary to have 100 to 200 rods of tom- 
povury fence that can bo removed every 
year and inclose a new pasture lot. This 
is tho best practical moons of making 
soiling profitable. Tho stock stabled at 
night iu sunjincr and left in pasture 
during the day, with plenty of cut food, 
mako tho laud very rich after ono sou- 
son. 
They got a comparatively small 


part of feed from tho pasture, so it is 
only needful to inclose enough land to 
givo them exercise. Aftor a yunr'fi pas- 
turing tho land should bo plowed mid 
put in soii',0 soiling crop, while another 
piece should bo seeded for use a:> pasture 
tho following season. 


It is best to havo some hay with soil- 


ing crops, and tho best of all hay is 
clover, as it furnishes tlio elements of 
nutrition than com silago mostly lacks.

.perhaps helping another cause than' that 


; of war. 
Tho knowledge of tho power for 


dreadful dcstructiveness that each new 
improvement gives causes ovon kings -to 
hositato, whilb tho namo of war grows 
more hateful to tho people. Improvements 
In .explosives and in small and big arms 


: have done much for tho peace of tho world, 


;flnd now n quarter, of a. ton of dynamito,. 
thrown VA miles 'out to sea and placed 
:with an accuracy that has varied only 
slightl- throughout tho tests, has come to 
aid In the work of abolishing war.

The Now York Sun, in an illustratod- 


dcscrlptlon of this deadly weapon of war, 
from which tho information hero given is

gleaned, says that thoro comes out of tho 
recent tests at Sanely Hook the conclusion 
for New Yorkers that a hostile ship is not 
likely to enter thoir harbor. If the guns 
at Sandy Hook wero not equal to keeping 
out a foreign vessel, then a battery of those 
guns stationed on Coney Island and at 
Rocknwny could add strength that should 
prove invincible. 
The owners and pro- 


moters of tlio new guns maintain that ono 
of tho projectiles is capable of destroying 
three men-of-war. 


Tho news comes from "Washington that 


the results obtained by theso last tests, 
and moro especially tho great, accuracy 
with which projectiles have been placed, 
have attracted tho admiration of the ord- 
nance experts in botli services. 
They be- 


lieve that tho success of the gun will lead 
to its adoption for purposes of coast de- 
fense nnd tho protection of those coast- 
Aviso oities for which tho 
fortification, 


board has recommended a general policy 
of defense against attacks from foreign 
Coots. 


Next to tho iatereft that attaches to tho 


establishment of the effectiveness of dyna- 
mito as an ammunition, probably as inter- 
esting a lesson ot tho recent tests is to bo 
drawn from the use of compressed air in 
the guns. 
The olliccrs say that for many 


reasons it would bo impossible to oso pow- 
der. 
Verhaps the most important is that 


It would 'detonate so sensitive an explosive 
as dynamito. The 80,000 pounds pressure 
to the superficial Inch, which is about the 
average force of powder, would cause tho 
projectile to explode before it loft tho gun. 
Another necessity which renders tho use 
of powder impossible is the Importance of 
keeping the gun cool. 


A feature- of the pneumatic system is 


tho ability of tho gunner to change tho 
range without changing tho elevation ot 
the gun by controlling tho amount of com- 
pressed air that escapes at each discharge. 
The full caliber projectile- is 11 feet in 
length and has a capacity for 000 povmdr 
of high explosive. 


A NCTV Camera For Astronomers.

states must .havo been repeatedly tempted

prediction.

ehoro counties of Michigan and Minne- 
sota in tho course of the last three weeks 
have over been surpassed on this planot 
sinco tho descent of tho flro shower that 
destroyed tho cities of tho plain.

.Mount Etna. And, like the skyrockets pro- 
clled by the rapidity of combustion, cs- 
euslvo conflagrations aro apt to be fanned 
y tho whirl of their own gales.

"About 3 o'clock In tho afternoon, "says 


i report from Hinckley, Minn., "tho flro 
iterally jumped into tho town. Its ap- 
iroach was not gradual. It did not cut 
ts way along, devouring everything In its 
jath, but came on in huge leaps, as if to 
overtake everything fleeing before it and 
then burn back at its leisure. Tho in- 
tense heat had developed a veritable whirl- 
wind .of flamo that actually twisted off 
poplar trees several inches in thickness- 
and gathering huge blazing firebrands 
lilgh in the air and parrying them forward 
from 40 to 80 yards, there to fall and re- 
commence tho work of devastation," 


Tlio Death Finnic*. 


Some 200 settlors of tho Grindstone val- 


ley took refuge iu a swamp in tho hope 
that tho humid vegetation would arrest 
tho progress of tho fire, but tho breath of 
tho approaching flamo storm raised clouds 
of steam from tho moist bottoms and mado 
rank willow brakes as combustible as 
straw. Realizing tho significance of their 
mistake, tho refugees scrambled out and 
ran for their lives, but wore overtaken by 
tho flro stream, and with few exceptions 
perished in the flames.

A VERMONT TOWN. 


Scenei Tar From tlie Maddliiff Crowd's IB- 


lioule Strife. 
.

AKLraGTOS, .Vt.,: Sept. 17.—Tho Now 


England village presents a unique picture 
of American life. It is best studied in'tbo 
early fall, the timo of picturesque decay; 
. for tho mood of naturo fits the social fact. 
Tho factitious quality of tho outside world: 
in the .shape of summer boarders still lin- 
gers,, but tho russet which will a little .lat- 
er blazo into all tho splendors of .the paint- 
er's pallotto . begins to streak tho..foliage 
with its prophecy of winter chill. and so- 


• brioty. 
Tho residents aro already, prepar- 


ing for tho period "of hibernation which 
they share with tho boars. 
Somo of tho 


quaint olC fossils indeed regard social hi- 
bernation as the true, order of things and 
deploro in speech no less quaint the .dis- 
turbance which tho gorgeous summer days 
bring into tho oven tenor of their lives, 
"far from tho madding 'crowd's ignoble 
strifo." Tho young and active spirits have 
Jong since departed, or continue to depart 
as they grow to early manhood, and tho 
girls (and whore can you find more charm- 
ing ones than iu such a placer), imprisoned 
by their sos, wait for tbo deliverer to come 
and pluolc tho flower for trans'plnnting. 


The essential flavor of tho New England 


town, asido from its rusticity, is that it has 
only a past. Of courso I do not now al- 
ludci to the manufacturing place, which is 
also so big a fact in New England life, nor to 
tho rus in urboof tho outlying dormitories 
which house tho surplus of tho city. These 
are characteristic of nil sections. This qual- 
ity is essentially that of tho commonplace. 


Tho accent of tho eastern hamlet Is 


mostly reminiscent. . Tho western village, 
on tho othor hand, lives intensely in^t-hu 
future, however barren its present. Each 
man wakes and sleeps companioned by the 
airy phantoms of hupe'und tingles to the 
finger tips with grit and'go. 


Yet the typical New .England village 


has a charm most fasciuatingand.individ- 
ual, and tho place where I write may only 
stand as a gyiubol of hundreds nestled 
among thu hills: from the Hudson to the 
Atlantic. ' Ringed with beautiful moun- 
tains greon wooded to the very crests till 
iho great artist autumn begins his brush 
work, the village center stretches n mile 
or moro in a long, beautiful street. Noble 
trees embower a roadway 100 feet wide, 
inclusive of the strips of green lawn which 
border it. All the houses, with pretty 
grounds around them, ore without fence, 
and the prospective is parhUko as one 
looks up or down, a view delightfully 
homelike, with a trim and dainty beauty 
which falls most pleasantly on the eye. 
Two or three country stores and a hotel— 
they would have called ilia tavern S5 years 
ago_j0 not interfere with tho charm of 
tho picture, 1'or they are lust In tho elect 
of tho whole. 


Tbo country people and tho city folk get 


along very well together, though terribly 
critical behind each other's backs. lu- 
decd the countryman is rather glad when 
the summer boarder departs and ho is 
left to his own devices again. 
One pecul- 


iarity o£ tho Now Kiipland village is tho 
number of quaint originals among the 
people. Hard, angular, full of dry humor, 
close fisted as bark on a tree, every man 
and woman kaowins fcl-e history of the 
noighboi-s and their families for 100 years 
back, 'spouting fountains of local gen- 
ealogy, fond 'uf cynical gossip and with 
singular vigor of dialctio expression, .a 
chat with ono of these originals is at all 
times mostnmuslnfi. Family skeletons am 
not lock :d in closets, but dangle in tho open 
air. 
Tlf-s is tho thing which oft.cn makes 


local country humor almost ghastly, a 
thing of tho gravoyard. 


Arlington is ano of the oldest towns in 


tlio state. 
Thu very handsome church of 


tho old English stylo i3, strange to say, 
Episcopal, and tho cemetery contains somo 
of tho queerest tombs and inscriptions 
thereupon possible to fancy. 
During the 


Revolutionary war tho plnco was a hotbed 
of Tories?, and it is somewhat singular that 
many of thu most respected and well to do 
families of this region are descendants of 
Hessian prisoners, captured at tlio battle 
of Bonnington. 
During the first, year of 


the Revolution an English officer who 
traveled through this stction ot Vermont 
with a view of stirring up loyalist fecliug 
mado a line nen and ink sketch of tho 
beautiful mountain view through 3 bold 
notch in the hills. This lie gave to a resi- 
dent, and in after years, when Vermont 
became a state, that sketch was chosen as 
its coat of arms, strange to relate. 


The mour.tains in this part of tho state 


havo many abandoned farms, u fact curi- 
ous in its social and economic suggestion. 
In a drlvo of 20 miles any direction ono 
pleases ho will see extensive fields being 
overcome by tho forest growth, whence they 
were hewn more than a century since, spa- 
cious farmhouses empty, moldering and 
fast going to rum. 
Many of these places 


thus reverting to naturo and barbarism 
havo, however, been bought by people of 
wealth for summer homes as they general- 
ly commend tho most romantic and pic- 
turesque sun-oundings and are easily 
transformed f.nto delightful country seats. 
This tendency is increasing as tho exquis- 
ite beauties of Vermont scenery and its 
healthy, exhilarating cliimit" become bet- 
tor known to the rapidly increasing leisure 
cluss. 
Vermont has suffered a curiously 


rapid decadence of the sheep and 1 tun bor- 
ing interests for several years.

shows a healthy if slow growtli in popula- 
tion and general prosperity in spite of its 
abandoned farms.

Dellclonn Confections From Thin Golden 


Huedl'rnltofFall. 


Tho quince is a favorite preserve with 


many, and housekeepers who havo lot tho 
summer pass without accumulating as 
largo a store as'usual of preeerves and jel- 
lies for winter find this late fruit most con- 
venient for filling'up"tbo gap. Here are- 
two good recipes for a bright, clear preserve 
and a beautifully colored jelly: • 


Faro tho fruit and add tho cores and 


any- b'rokcn bits to the skins and lay them 
aside. As pared, place the halved fruit in 
a preserving pan lined with porcelain and 
' cover with boiling water. Let them gen; 
tly sl-mm^r until they can bo pierced with 
a fork, when they should betaken out and 
'placed in n sirup composed'01 a pounds of 
sugar to ..each pint of water aod sim- 
mered until bright and'clear. Liffrout tho 
pieces before they have fallen to pieces 
and place them in tho. jars in which they 
aro to bo kept. Add moro quinces to tho 
sirup and proceed as before until all aro. 
done. Then boll tho sirup, until it jollies; 
cover the fruit with tho hot sirup. 
' Now aild to tho'water in which tho 
quinces wore first boiled tho skins, cores 
and broken .pieces which have bean placed 
asido. 
When they have boiled soft, tio a 


piece of cheesecloth over a largo bowl, 
turn in part ot tho pulp and let it remain 
until no more clear juice will run. 
Turn 


this pulp into a coarse towel laid over an- 
other bowl, and after filling tho cheese- 
cloth a second timo squeeze out all the 
juice possible from tho contents of tho 
towel. Tliis will give two qualitiesof Juios 
—ono clear, the other thick and dark— 
and consequently two qualities of jolly. 
Measure the clear juice, put it in a pan, 
and lei it boil very fast for 20 minutes. 
Meantime 'lioit in earthen dishes in the 
oven a pound of sugar for every pint oi 
juice 
At tho end'of 20 minutes add tho 


sugar to the bo-liac; juice, stir until it is 
all dissolved and Jill up tho glasses at 
.onco. 
Mako tho dark jelly in tho samo 


way.

are now tinted, enameled or painted in 
plain colors, so th.it tho prevailing stylo 
rn-vv bo closely followed and the old chairs 
renewed and freshened at tho same time, 
according to The Decorator and Furnisher 
whicb advises tho following treatment 101 
a wicker chair: First carefully remove al 
dust from tho crevices; then apply the 
paint or varnish w:th a long haired brusl 
that will carry it, into all the interstices 
as it is necessary that every portion of tho 
uneven surface, should bo well covered.
